They have used this method to keep the Bloomington employees out 
of the Union for years. It is understood they are moving their 
Springfield business to Bloomington and if that is true Local£ 
maybe able to organize them when they don't get their yearly 
increases.)

(Local 13 has tried to organize the laundry drivers for years. 

On three different occasions representatives of the Launiry 
Workers International Union worked with Local 18 giving out 
hand bills and talking to them but Local 18 was never able to 
organize them.)

(At one time Local 18 had all bakeries in the Union but lost 
them by the companies selling or going out of business and the 
new drivers would not join the Union as they had been told that 
it was because of the Union the other companies had to sell out.

Ever so often we try to organize the bakery drivers but when the 
company hears about it they call the drivers into a meeting and 
give tnem a small Increase ani the drivers don't join.)
